A sijeclal train left last night on the 
Algoma Central railroad for the purpose 
of bringing l.OR) or men employed in the 
woods and mines. They are expected to 
night and to morrow and not a man of 
them will have a penny with which to buy 
food or lodging. 
The company will pay 
the men in checks which will be good for 
nothing until money has been raised and 
depo.sited. 
The feeling of the people is 
that with so large a number of men 
turned loose in the city, hungry and with 
no money, the situation will be danger­ 
ous. 


A guard ha.s been placed arong the office 
of the company’s paym aster and people 
are m aking desperate efforts to arrange 
means for feeding and housing the men 
until they can be taken out of town. The 
company ha.«* fitted up car barns so that 
the men may be housed there, while the 
company and town are arranging to feed 
them, t

and shops of thè association’s members. 
These shops, forty in number, are situated 
in Philadelphia, Baltimore, Buffalo, P itts­ 
burg.

The 
shops will be closed next Monday and on 
Thursday reopened as open shops. 


Chicago, Sept. 19.—^The action of the 
m arble dealers in declaring a lockout is 
said to be due to violation by men of 
agreement made with workers last March. 
D ealers cite specific Instances of this 
violation. It is expected the action of the 
dealers will bring building operations to 
a sudden clo.se in all cities where mem­ 
bers of the National Association of Marble 
Dealers have contracts.

m atters has been left in the hands of 
Russia and Austria .such action is not 
contemplated by G reat Britain or so far 
as known by any other jower. 
In the 
meantime the powers are dally exchanging 
communications with a view of determin­ 
ing on some possible way of restoring 
order in European Turkey, but so far they 
devised no plan that would not be likely 
to increase rather than diminish the 
gravity of the situation. 


ORDER POWDER.

Turkey 
has several agents resident in Germany 
who buy supplies for tho army and navy-

seemingly has a sufficiency of cash to ijay 
for the supplies, as Qermany iirms re­ 
quire money or its equivalent on de­ 
livery.

His object for supporting this 
was simply “so that the Methodist 
church coud claim some difference 
from other churches,” and he accept­ 
ed an amendment to make the limit 
three yearr, when an amendment to 
that effect was made. He had sup­ 
porters, but not for the reason he 
gave. 


The threeryear 
amendment was 
changed to five years and then a tie 
vote was taken twice to decide wheth­ 
er the matter should come before the 
house or be tabled. 
The chairman 
decided in favor of the amendment. 
The matter came before the house, 
and the delegates were instructed to 
support a five-year limit movement. 


OTHER RESOLUTIONS. 


A resolution supporting the local 
option movement was passed. Also: 
That the supernumerary relation be 
put on the three-year limit. 


That the representation of dele­ 
gates be changed from 1 to 45 to 1 in 
90 laymen for the general conference.
